The  Education  Department  has  grown  in  numbers  this 
year  with  the  addition  of  six  new  positions.  Much  time  is 
being  spent  this  year  planning  for  the  occupancy  and  use 
of  Classroom  Building  #2  which  the  Department  will 
occupy  next  year.  This  year  for  the  first  time  the  College 
has  a  regular  full-time  graduate  fifth  year  program  for  the 
training  of  teachers  for  the  elementary  school  and  for  Eng¬ 
lish  and  Social  Studies.  Approximately  15  full-time  students 
are  enrolled  in  this  program.  The  Department  has  several 
other  graduate  programs  under  way.  The  largest  single 
group  is  in  the  field  of  Guidance  where  there  are  12  full¬ 
time  students.  General  Elementary  Education  students  will 
be  offered  an  increasing  number  of  concentrations,  par¬ 
ticularly  at  the  graduate  level.  Dr.  Jalbert,  Dr.  Sampson,  and 
Mrs.  Lake  are  on  leave  of  absence  during  the  1966-67 
school  year. 

The  Psychology  Department,  with  Dr.  Howard  Berkowitz 
as  coordinator,  has  been  augmented  this  year  by  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  seven  new  faces.  This  year  courses  in  Physiological 
Psychology  are  being  offered  for  the  first  time.  The  Psy¬ 
chology  staff  is  studying  proposals  for  the  development  and 
improvement  of  programs  in  the  field  of  Psychology.  The 
portion  of  Classroom  Building  #2  which  will  be  devoted 
to  Psychology  will  be  equipped  with  a  complete  set  of 
modern  laboratories.  It  will  be  possible  to  offer  a  rich 
program  in  all  areas  of  experimental  psychology  and  sup¬ 
porting  fields.  Mrs.  Knox  and  Mrs.  Badgeley  are  on  leave 
of  absence  during  the  first  semester.

Supervisors  Aid  Student 
Teachers 


At  Oneonta  student  teaching  occurs  in  the  later  phases  of  the  teacher 
education  program.  A  student-teaching  position  is  provided  once  the  student 
has  sufficient  background  in  the  theoretical  foundations  of  teaching  and  learn¬ 
ing.  The  student  teaching  experience  provides  opportunity  for  the  student  to 
begin  developing  his  individual  teaching  style  with  accompanying  diagnosis 
and  analysis  of  his  teaching  performance. 

This  study  of  teaching  occurs  largely  in  an  eighteen  county  area  and  in 
the  Bugbee  Campus  School.  During  the  present  year  over  one  thousand  public 
school  teachers  functioned  as  supervising  teachers  for  Oneonta  students  who 
majored  in  elementary,  early  secondary,  secondary  and  home  economics  edu¬ 
cation. 

The  student  teaching  program  at  Oneonta  recently  received  a  citation  for 
excellence  by  the  American  Association  of  Colleges  for  Teacher  Education.

The  Department  of  Science  consists  of  thirty-four  full-time  faculty  members 
representing  academic  specializations  from  many  fields  of  biology,  chemistry, 
physics,  and  the  earth  sciences.  They  earned  their  degrees  from  nearly  fifty  dif¬ 
ferent  colleges  and  universities,  and  they  are  very  active  in  giving  talks,  conduct¬ 
ing  workshops,  writing  publications,  participating  in  science  meetings,  and 
serving  in  key  roles  in  professional  scientific  organizations.  The  National  Science 
Foundation  has  continued  to*  award  summer  and  in-service  institutes  for  science 
teachers  to  the  college,  bringing  many  more  graduate  students  here  for  training 
in  the  fine  science  facilities.

Since  the  class  of  67  crossed  the  threshold  of  Oneonta  in  September 
63,  the  Math  Department  has  grown  from  a  staff  of  ten  to  just  double 
that  number.  As  a  freshman  you  may  have  been  taught  by  Professors 
Vedder,  Van  Akin,  Thomas,  Schrader,  Greider,  Burns,  Biche,  Baskin, 
Hunt,  or  Aronsen.  Today  Mr.  Thomas  and  Mr.  Greider  are  on  leaves 
of  absence  pursuing  doctoral  studies  at  Columbia  and  Oklahoma  Uni¬ 
versity,  respectively.  Mr.  Van  Akin,  the  recipient  of  a  special  National 
Science  Foundation  Fellowship,  is  similarly  engaged  at  the  University 
of  Minnesota,  as  is  Mr.  Burns  at  the  Catholic  University  of  America. 
Mr.  Biche  is  now  serving  as  Associate  Dean  of  the  College.  Mr.

Foreign  Language  Department 
Happy  About  Installment 
of  New  Language  Lab 

It  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Foreign  Language  Department.  Several 
new  programs  were  introduced  to  expand  the  opportunities  for  study  in 
foreign  languages.  An  experimental  program  in  independent  study  in 
critical  languages  was  begun.  Portuguese,  Chinese,  and  Hindi  were 
offered  in  the  program  during  the  first  year.  A  new  language  laboratory 
was  installed  in  the  Classroom  Building.  With  53  student  positions  and 
additional  program  sources,  the  new  facilities  more  than  doubled  those 
previously  available. 

In  an  effort  to  provide  interested  students  with  more  opportunities  to 
speak  foreign  languages,  the  department  helped  organize  a  language 
corridor  in  Denison  Hall  for  women  and  in  Sherman  Hall  for  men.

The  objectives  of  the  Home  Economics  program  are  primarily 
three:  To  enable  students  to  develop  a  high  degree  of  competence 
as  professional  home  economists,  to  help  them  to  enrich  their  per¬ 
sonal  lives,  and  to  increase  their  effectiveness  as  citizens  in  society. 
Both  curricular  and  extra-curricular  experiences  are  utilized  to 
achieve  these  ends.  The  Division  is  particularly  proud  of  its  Home 
Economics  Chapter  and  the  role  it  plays  in  developing  leadership 
qualities  in  its  students. 

1966-67  could  be  characterized  as  a  year  of  growth  in  the  Home 
Economics  Division.  It  has  witnessed  the  largest  total  enrollment 
of  Home  Economics  Majors  to  date,  the  largest  number  of  seniors 
to  be  graduated,  and  a  proportionate  increase  in  faculty  and  staff. 
A  second  home  management  residence  has  been  added  to  the 
physical  plant  and  additional  student  teaching  centers  have  been 
utilized.

Economics  To  Be 

Taught  By  Television 


Social  scientists  are  active  people  and  their  interests  were 
reflected  in  department  activities  during  the  year.  Dr.  Gordon 
taught  the  basic  economics  course  over  closed  circuit  television 
on  an  experimental  basis.  During  the  year  he  also  won  a  national 
award  for  innovations  in  the  teaching  of  economics. 

Among  the  political  scientists,  Dr.  Gordon  experimented  with 
an  independent  study  type  of  approach  in  his  Government  of 
Great  Britain.  He  set  up  a  year-abroad  program  in  Wurzburg, 
Germany,  which  begins  in  the  summer  of  1967.  Professor  Yonah 
Alexander  also  developed  an  overseas  course  in  modern  Israel 
for  the  summer  of  1967. 

Department  members  authored  several  books  during  the  year. 
Dr.  Alexander’s  work  on  the  technical  assistance  expert  was 
published.  Dr.  Gordon’s  text  on  economics  appeared  during  the 
winter.  Dr.  Fink  co-authored  an  American  History  textbook,  and 
Dr.  Ryan  contracted  with  Public  Affairs  Press  to  publish  his 
manuscript  on  Marshal  Petain.

The  1966-67  Student  Senate  of  the  College 
managed  the  largest  student  activity  budget  in 
the  history  of  the  institution.  Its  Executive,  Legis¬ 
lative  and  Judicial  Branches  undertook  Student 
Government  tasks  of  a  wide  variety.  Perhaps  as 
important  as  any  was  the  study  and  discussion  of 
key  issues  about  the  campus,  including  parking, 
discipline,  elections,  library  and  bookstore  hours, 
College  Union  and  Assembly  Commission  coordi¬ 
nation,  remission  of  student  activity  fees  for  Sena¬ 
tors,  and  campus  radio. 

Six  officers,  eight  delegates  at  large  and  twelve 
class  delegates  nominated  student  representatives 
to  the  standing  faculty  committees  on:  Curricu¬ 
lum,  Library,  Student  Affairs,  Publication,  Public 
Events,  Instruction,  Research  and  Faculty- Admin¬ 
istrative  Council.  Student  representatives  of  these 
groups  reported  back  to  the  Student  Senate  and 


carried  opinion  to  the  several  committees  from  the 
Senate. 

The  Senate  reviewed  constitutions  of  existing 
student  organizations  and  of  new  student  groups 
presenting  themselves  for  recognition  by  the  Sen¬ 
ate.  The  special  elections  committee  held  hear¬ 
ings  on  requests  by  student  organizations  for  sup¬ 
plemental  budget  funds.  The  Senate  approved  the 
rules  and  regulations,  after  establishing  a  com¬ 
mittee  designated  Students  United  for  a  Responsi¬ 
ble  Education  (SURE).  The  committee  named 
its  aim  as  “dedicated  to  insuring  an  open  and 
democratic  college  society  .  .  .”  and  its  purpose 
to  .  .  .  “promote  understanding  and  awareness  of 
specific  problems  and  situations  facing  the  stu¬ 
dent  association  .  .  .”  serving  in  an  advisory  ca])ac- 
ity  to  the  Senate. 


The  State  Times  is  SUGO’s  weekly  news¬ 
paper  which  keeps  us  informed  on  activities  of 
the  student  body.  Its  main  objective  is  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  center  of  information  for  the  students.  It 
contains  editorials  and  articles  on  controversial 
issues  as  well  as  articles  centered  around  college 
life.
